35. The complete course of mathematics will comprehend Algebra, viz. Fun- 











damental operations, involutions and evolutions, reduction and conversion of 
fractional and surd quantities, reduction and solution of equations, to include | 
those of the third degree ; ratios and proportions ; summation of infinite series, | 
and figurative numbers ; nature and construction of logarithms. 

Geometry, viz. Plane and solid geometry, and the formation and construction | 
of determinate geometrical equations. 

Trigonometry, viz. The solution of all the various cases in plane and spheri- | 
cal trigonometry ; spherical projections; analytical investigation of trigono- | 
metrical formule, and the construction of tables. 

Surveying, viz. Mensuration of planes and solids; principles and practice | 
of common land surveying ; different methods of plotting and calculating such 
surveys, and the use of mafhematical instruments. Also, trigonometrical sur- | 
veying, and measurement of heights and distances, and the use of the instru- 
ments usually employed therein. 

Desoriptive Gegpetry, viz, The graphic illustration and solution of problems | 
in solid geomggry, generally, and the particular application of this method to | 
sperics and conic sections. 

Perspective, viz. The theory and use of linear perspective, shades, and shad- | 
ows. 

Analytical Geometry, viz. The construction and analysis of linear and su- |} 
nerficial loci, particularly for equations of the first and second order. 

Fluxions, viz. Direct and inverse methods of fluxions, their application to | 
maxima and minima, the drawing of tangents, rectification of curves, radii of | 
curvature, quadratures, cubatures, &c. 

36. The course of Natural Philosophy will consist of MecHAnics, ExPeri- 
MenTAL PutLosopHy, and AsTRoNoMY. 

The course in Mechanics will embrace : 

Statics, viz. The equilibrium of forces at rest; cgntres of gravity ; mechani- | 
cal powers ; strength and stress of materials, and theory of arches. 

Dynamics, viz. The laws in general of uniform and variable motion; falling | 
bodies; motion of projectiles in vacuo; vibration of the pendulum, central | 
torees, and laws of the planetary motions ; percussion and rotary inotion, | 

Hydrosiatics, viz. The pressure of fluids; specific gravity ; theory of the 
stability of vessels. 

Hydrodynamics, viz. Theory of effluent fluids; estimate of the force, motion, 
and resistance of fluids; calculation of the moving force of water in mills. 

Pneumatics, viz. Compression, density, and elasticity of air; theory and | 
practice of barometiic measurement ; accoustics; explanation of the wind ; | 
wind asa moving force; theory of pumps; application of mechanics in various } 
arts, and in the construction of machinery ; considecation of first. movers; com- 
bination and simplification of machinery ; calculation of the maximum effects | 
of machines ; critical examiaation and analysis of various kinds oi mills, en- 
gines, hydeaulic works, Xc. 

The instruction in LxPerIMENTAL PHILosoPHyY willinclude an illustration 
of the physicas properties of heat; the principles of light and colors; refraction 
aud reflection of light ; theory and use of lenses; construetion of optical in- 
strumé@nts; likewise the experymental investigation of the principles of magne- 
tism, and of common and galvanic electricity. 

The course of ASTRONOMY will comprehend a description. of the solar sys- 
tem, andof the celestial and terrestrial spheres; motion. of the earth, and the 
various vierssitudes and appearances arising therefrom; solution of the prob- 
lems on the globes; figure of the earth ; equation of time; motion, phases, 
and irregularities of the moon ; eclipses of the sun. and moon; theory of the 
tides ;° physical laws of the motion of the planets, primary and secondary ; and 
of the Comets, aud the-determination of their orbits; theory of the connexions 
arising {rom parallax refraction ; aberration, preeession and nutation; applica- 
tion of sperical trigonometry to astronomy ; use of instruments and tables; va- 











tious methods of making, clearing, and calculating observations for the time, 





atitude, longitude, andtrue meridian ; applications of astronomy to naviga 
tion; and the comstruction of general charts. 
* 37. Tie course of Engineering and Science of War will comprehend : 

‘veld Fortification, viz. The description and analysis of the various systems 
ot fortified lines; construction of batteries and redoubts; calculation of the 
labour, time, and materials, for the construction of different kinds of field works 
military bridges; defence of posts; field defilement; practical operations on 
the ground, 

Permanent Fortification, viz. The attack and defence of fortified places 
analysis of the systeins of Vauban, Coehorn, Cormontaigne, and of the later 
improvements ; construction of mines and foucasses, and their use in the attack 
aud defence ; construction of works; art of deflement ; armament of fortresses. 

Science of Artillery, viz. The knowledge and use of the various kinds of 
ordnance and military projectiles; principles of gunnery, &c. Xc 

Grand Tactics, viz. Organization of armies; marches; orders of battle ; 
battles ; general maxims, deduced from the most important operations on re- 
cord; castrametation. 

Civil and Military Architecture, viz. Elementary parts of buildings and theix 
combination; orders of architecture; construction of buildings and arches 

anals ; bridges, and other public works; machines used in construction ; also 
the execution of a series of drawings, consisting of plans, elevations, and sec- 
tions, to illustrate the principal parts of the course. 

38 PracTICAL MruitAry Instruction. This wil] embrace—Ist. A course 
of Infantry Instruction, viz. The system of Infantry tactics established for the 
army of the United States, commencing with the elementary drill of the soktier, 
and including the school of the company ; school of the batallion, and evolu- 
tions of the line ; the exercise and manoeuvres of light infantry and riflemen; 
the duties in camp and garrison, of privates, nou-commissioned officers, and 
officers, including those of guard and police, 2d. A course of Artillery Instruc- 
lion, viz. Nomenclature of the different parts of cannon, gun-carriages, cais- 
sons, and their implements; exercise and mancuvres of field artillery; exer- 
cise of siege artillery, including the mortar and howitzer exercises; mechanical 
mavouvres ; target practice With the gun, howitzer, and mortar ; duties of the 
laboratory. 3d. Sword Exercise, including the exercise of the broad sword, 
and the cut and thrust, or small sword. 

39. To complete the preceding course of studies, will require four years; the 
branches to be pursued, and the course to be completed in each, exclusively of 
the practical military instruction, shall be as follows: 

Firsts year. The French language, and a part of the mathematical course. 
Algebra, geometry, plane trigonometry, application of a'gebra to geometry, 
mensuration of planes and solids. 

Second year. Continuation of the French language, the first part of the 
course of drawing, and the remainder of the course of mathematics, 

Third year. The second part of the course of drawing, mechanics, experi- 
mental philosophy, astronomy, and the first part of the course of chemistry and 
mineralogy, ‘ 

Fourth year. Geography, history, moral science, engineering, and science of 
war, and the remainder of the course of chemistry and mineralogy. 

40. Should it be found, by experience, that too great a portion of study or in- 
struction is assigned, in the preceding course, to any particular year, the aca- 
demic board shall be at liberty to transfer, from the course of one year to that 


} Of anuther, such particular portivns of study or instruction, as may appear ne- 


cessary to produce an equality: which transfer shall be reportec to the Secre- 


}| tary of War. 


41. The annual term allotted to the class studies, will be ten months, com- 
mencing on the first of September, and ending on the first of July following., 

42. It shall be the duty of the academic board to assigu the particular portion 
of study to be attended to in each class, between the commencement of the term 
and the winter examinatiun, in such a manuer as experience shall point out to 
be most conducive to the interests of the institution. 

43. The dasy allowances of tune for the class studies will not. be less than nine, 
nor more than ten hours. 

rhe distribution of the stadies,.and the employment of tinve during each day, 
will, in general, be conformable to table A, bereunto aunexed. 

44 The collateral portion of military instruction to be attended to in each 
year, will be as follows: 

First year. School of the soldier, and the guard and police duties of privates, 

Second year. School of the company aud the duties of corporals. 

Third year. School of the battaiion, and the duties of sergeants ; also, the 
exercise and naueuvers of artillery pieces, 

Fourth year, Evolutions of the line, duties of orderly sergeants } and eom- 
missioned officers, including those of the battalion staff, and of officers of the 
day ; also, the remainder of the instruction an artillery and the sword exercise, 

45, Practical military instruction will be given generally throughout the year 
field exercises only, wili be limited between the Ist of April and the Ist of No- 
vember following. 

46 There will be an encampment of the cadets annually, to commence on 
the 1st day of July, and end on the Sist day of August next ensuing ; during 
waich, the instruction shail be exclusively military. 


° CLASSIFICATION. 

47. The cadets shall be formed in four. distinct annual classes, corresponding 
with the four years of study ; that is tu say, all cadets einployed on the first year's 
course, shall constitute the fourth, or lowe! class; those om the seeood years 
course, shall constitute the third class; those on the third \ ear’s course, sbali eon- 
Stitute the second class ; and thuse on the-tourth year’s «ounse, shall comstitute the 
first class. No intermediate class shall in any case be allowed. 

48. The classés shall be considered as taken their commencement on the fourth

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GENERAL EXAMINATION, 

49. The general examination of the classes preparatory to theirladvancement, 
will commence ow the first Monday of June, annnally ; at which time the ca- 
dets shall be examined by the academic board, in ali the branches of science and 
instruction through which they have passed, in presence of the board of visitors, 
and such other literary gentlenien as may be invited to attend. 

50. Any cadet of either class, who, at that examination, shall be found defi- 
cient in the proper.studies of the preceding year, shall be reduced to the Class 
next following; or if in the opinion of the academic board, he shall be evi- 
dently incapable of proceeding with that class, his case shall be represented to 
the Secretary of War, to the end that he may be discharged. 

51. Besides the general examination in Juue, abovementioned, a semi-annual 
one willbe held by the academic board, in January of each year; commencing 
on the first Monday of that month. 


ROLLS OF MERIT. 


52. The internal organization and arrangement of the respective classes sh al] 
be strictly according to the principle of merit; to which end, the academic 
board, at the examinations in January and June, annually, shall carefully deter 
mine the relative merit of the cadets in each class, and in each particular branch 
of the studies of that class, and shali forma roll of the same. By a comparison 
of the particular rolls thus formed, and by attending to the relative weight and 
importance of the several branches, the board shal] determine, at the examina- 
tion in June, an order of general, or aggregate merit, in each class; according 
to Which, the members of the class shall be arranged, and enrolled from first 
to last. . 

53, The relative importance of the studies in each particular class, (excepting 
the first,) in forming the general merit roll of that class, shali be specifically de- 
tormised by the academic board ; * in forming the final merrit rolls of the first 
class, however, the different subjects of the course and the condact of the cadets, 
shal] have weight as follows : Conduct, three; Engineering and Science of War,’ 
theee ; Mathematics, tiree ; Natural Philosophy, three ; Practical Military In- 
struction, two; Geography, History, ard Moral science, two; chemisiry and 
Mineralogy, two; French, one ; drawing, one. 

54 The superintendant will, annually, in the month of November, report to 
the War Departmeut, for publication in the Army Register, the names of such 
cadets as have most distinguished themselves in the examinations, riot exceeding 
five in each class, specifying the studies in which they excel, 


MANNER OF GIVING INSTRUCTION. 


55. For instruction in mathematics, the third and fourth classes shall be divi- 
ded separately into convenient sections ; which sections shall be counted off from 
-the math matical merrit roll of each class, respectively, in such manner that 
the first section shall consist of the first cadets on that roll; the second, of those 
nex! in order, and so on ; the first section, thus formed, shall be under the imme- 
diate tuition of the professor, and each of the otbers of an assistant professor of 
Mathematics, and will attend with him three hours every gay, in the recitation 
room of the section, 

56. The instruction to be conveyed under each particular head of the speci- 
fied course of Mathematics, will be proportioned in extent, as wellasin the man- 
ner of conveying it, to the capacity of the different sections; and in conformity 
with this principle, the tollowing branches may be omitted, in the instruction of 
the lower sections, at the discretion of the academic board, viz. The summation 
of infinite series and figurate numbers; construction of logarithms; con- 
struction of trigonome'rica: tables and fluctions; those, together with the more 
profound and «rflicult investigations of the course, generally, being reserved for 
the sections of the highest :ank 

57. For instruction in the French language, the two lower classes shall be count- 
ed off into sections, according to the French merit. roll, in ike manner as in mathe- 
matics; each section to consist of not more than twenty pupils, and to be instruct- 
ed one hour every day. : 

58. For instruction in natural and experimental philosophy, the second class shall 
be told off into convenient sections, aud take rank at the commencement of that 
class, according to the voll of mathematical merit; the first section so formed, shail 
be under the immediate instruction of the professor, and each of the others, of an as- 
sistant professor of natural philosophy. 

49. ‘The instruction is natural philosophy, like that of mathematics, will be propor- 
tioned inextent, and in the manner of conveying it, to the rank and capacity of the 
difierent sections ; the more abstruse and profound operations under each particular 
head, being reserved for the highest sections. 

60 The professors of mathematics, natural philosophy, and engineering, in order to 
ascertain the proficiency of the sections entrusied immediately to their assistants, and 
the manner in which they have performed their duty, shall, eccasionally, and in rota- 
tion, where there are more than two sections, instruct the sections entrusted to the 
assistants ; the periods for which will be fixed by the academical board, and reported 
to the War Department ; and the assistant professor, when the professor has his sec- 
tion under instruction shall take charge of the section usually ander the instruction 
of the latter. Lectures on such portions of the studies as are most suitable to them, 
may, with the assent of the Superintendent, be substituted in lieu of the usual mode 

.of instruction. 

61 The teacher of drawing will give daily instruction to the second and third clas- 
ses, in the elements of drawing 

62, The first class, for instruction in engineering, shall be divided, according to the 
roll of general mevit, into sections ; the first of which shall be under the professor, 
aod each of the others shal! be under the particular instruction of an assistaat pro- 
fessor, the extent and manner of instruction in each will be proportioned to the rapk 
and. capacity of the same; and the principles of engineering shall, as far as prac- 
tieable, be taught by actual operations on the ground. 

63. The fivst class will be taught entire, in one or two sections, according to cir- 
Cun) stances, the course of geography, history, and moral science, successively, by the 
4 5) = of ethics, wiio, baving no assistant, will give immediate instruction jn these 

ranches. 








* The academic bourd have determined that, in forming the general merit rolls of

64. The course of chemistry and mineralogy will be taught by the professor of those 
sciences, in a course of lectures and experiments, to the first and second classes, at 
the rate of three lectures per. week to each, accompanicd with suitable interrog- 
atores, ’ 

65. The cadets.shall be organized into companies by the superintendent for, the 
purpose of Military instruction. ’ 

66. the instructer of tactics, under the direction of the superintendent, will have 
charge of the infantry drills and instruction, and also of the police and discipline of 
the cadets. 

67 the instructor of artillery, under the direction of the superintendent, will have 
charge of all the practical instruction appertaining to artillery. He will, also, have 
charge of, and be accountable for, the ordnance and ordnance stores furnished for 
the Military Academy and at the postof West Point; and shall perform all the 
duties of a conductor of artillery. : 

68. ‘The swordmaster will teach the exercises of the Sword,at such times, and under 
such regulations, as the Superintendent shall prescribe. 

69. Each professor and insiructer at the head of a separate department, shall be 
the judge F the proper mode of conveying instruction in his owa department, and 
shall be held responsible for the correctness of that mode. : 

70. Each instructer having the immediate charge of a class, or section of a class, 
for instruction, shall keep daily netes of their progress and relative merit; and, atthe 
end of each week, shall report thereupon to the Superintendant. See form B. 

71 An abstract of the weekly class reports, exhibiting the names of thse who 
have been chiefly meritorious, as also, of those who have been least so, in the 
respective sections, shall be made out by the Superintendent, and forwarded to the 
War Department. See form C. 


- ADMISSION. 
72. Each cadet, previously to his being admitted a member of the Military Acad- 
emy, must be able to read distinctly, and pronounce correctly ; to write a fair, legible 
hand ; and to perform, with facility and accuracy, the various operations of the fodr 
ground rules of arithmetic, both simple and compound ; also, of reduction, of sia- 
gle and compound proportion, and of vulgar and decimal fractions, 

73. No candidate for admission shall be received into the Military Academy, who 

is below four feet nine inches in height, or who is deformed or otherwise afilicted 
with any disease or infirmity, which would render him unfit for the military service of 
the United States, or who may bring with him, at the time of presenting himself, any 
disorder of an infectious character. 4 
7+. All newly appointed cadets will be ordered to join the Military Academy, for 
examination, by the 30th day of June, in each year; and no cadet shall be exam- 
ined for admission after that time, unless he shall have been prevented trom joinin 
by sickness, or some other unavoidable cause; in whieh case he may be examin 
on the Ist of September following, and, if then found qualified, may be admitted ac- 
cordingly. 
75. No cadet shall receive his warrant until after the January examination next 
ensuing his-admission, and then only upon the report of the academic board; that he 
has gases that examination in a satisfactory manner, and that his moral and military 
conduct, previous thereto has, in like manner, been satisfactory ; and the board will 
form a separate list of those who may not be favourably reported, noting particu- 
| arlyg their character, degree of intellect, proficiency, and conduct while at the A- 
cadeny, which list shall be reported to the Secretary of War 


FURLOUGHS. 2 


76. The superintendent is authorized to grant furloughs to the cadets, at the re- 
quest of their parents, during the period of encampment; provided, that not more than 
one fourth part of the whole number be absent, at any one ti and provided, al- 
so, that every cadet, previously to his receiving a furlough, shall Vqpeen present at 
not less than two entire encampments. 


PROMOTIONS. 


77. No cadet can be promoted from the Academy, until he shall have completed 
his course of studies at the same, and received the diploma of the academic board 
to that effect 

78. Each cadetof the first class, who, at the final examination of that class, shall 
be found qualified for a commission, shall receive a diploma, signed by the superin- 
tendent, and members of the academic board ; and his name shall be presented to the 
Secretary of War, by the Inspector, with a recommendation for a commision in such 
coips as the diploma may authorize. 

79. In the promotion of cadets, the lineal rank of each graduating class shall be 
established, in conformity to the principle of general merit, ascertained by the aca- 
demic board. 

80. The distribution of th® cadets to the different corps of the army, atthe time 
‘of promotion, shall be made according to their particular talents and qualifications, 

ascertained in like manner; provided, that this distribution be allowed, im ho in- 
stance, to interfere with the principal of rank, according to general merit 
| 81. No cadet who shall resign his warrant, or otherwise be separated from the 
academy, before the completion of his studies, shall on any account, receive an ap- 
| pointment in the army of the United States, untill after the promotion of the class to 
i) which he belonged ; nor then, if such appointment interfere, in the smallest degree, 
with the rank of any member of that class. 

82. No cadet, who shall be dismissed from the institution, or compelled to resign, 
on account of idleness, neglect of duty, or any species of bad conduct, shall be 
eligible to any oflice or post in the army of the United States, until at least five yéars 
afier the promotion of the class to which he may have belouged. 

DISCIPLINE, PoLIcE, &c. . 

83. The professors, the teachers, and cadets, of the Military Academy, be- 
ing a part of the corps of engineers, are, by law, subject to the rules and arti- 
cles of war. é 

84. The cadets, not being commissioned officers, may be tried” by a regimen- 
tal or garrison court martial ; but a cadet, so tried, may appeal, in the manner 
prescribed by the rules and articles of war. 

85 Nocadet shall, 1 any case, be sentenced to suffer corpural punishment ; 
nor shall any cadet be disinissed the service, or kept in close confinement for a 
longer period than twelve days, except by order of the President.of the United 
Sates. ; 

86. As obedience and subordination are esential to the ends of. this institution, 
any cadét who shall disobey any commanilof the snperintendent, or behave him- 
self with contempt ordisrespect towards him, or shall, by ar'y means whatever, 
endeavour to persuade Others to do the same, shall be dismissed frum the setvice 
of the United States. 

87. Any cadet who shall disobey the commands of bis superior officer, pto- 
tésvor, teacher, or iustructer, or behave hitnself in a refractory or disrespectful

manner, shall be dismissed, or otherwise less severely punished, according to the 
nature aud degree of his vileuce.

89, Any cadet who shall answer to auvther’s name, at any roli-call, or who 
shall engage any other cadet to answer for him. shail 9¢ disuissed the service, or 
otherwise less severely punished, i 

90 The pay and subsistence of all cadets who neglect to join the Military 
Academy on the expuation of their furloughs, shall be stopped ; nor will the pay 
aud subsistence, so stopped, be issued to them, aniess they shall have been pre- 
vented from juiuing, by sickness, or some other anavoidable cause. 

9}, Any cadet who shall be absent from the academy, without leave, for a 
longer period than two mouths, snali be dismissed the service, 

92. No cadet shail go beyond the walls of West Point, or such other limits, 
as may hereafter be pres: ribed. 

93 No cadet is to visit another’s room, or be absent from his own room, in study 
hours; or between tattoo and reveille, without permission from the proper au- 
thority. 

94 AH scuffling, at any time or place, and all unnecessary noise, within or 
near the barracks, is strictly prohibited. 

95. Ailcooking im quarters, or giving entertainments, within or out of quar- 
ters, is strictly prohibited, 

96, No cadet shall be allowed to keep a waiter, horse, or dog. 

97, The strictest attention to study, and ail uther duties, will be required. 
Every cadet, therefore, who shall absent bimse:f from duty of any kind, and 
shall fail to render a satisfactory excuse, iu writing, for such absence, shall be 
reprimanded, put upon extra duty, or Confined, according tu the circumstances 
of the case; and any cadet who shall be babitually negligent of bis studies, or 
other (aties, shall be dismissed the service. 

98 Any cadet who shall play at cards, or any game of chance, or who shall, 
without permission, procure or use wine or spirituous liquors, or shall go to 
an ‘nn.or public bouse, shall be dismissed the service 

99. On Sundays, except during the hours of divine service, at which all Aca- 
dewie officers and cadets must strictly attend, every cadet will attend to rea 
ding or study at his owir6om No application for leave of absence must be 
made on that day. 

100. Any cadet who shall behave indecently, or irreverefitly, while attending 
divine service, or shal] use any profane oath or execration, or who shail profane 
the Sabbath, shall be dismissed, or otherwise less severely punished, according to 
the natu‘e of his offence. 

10}. Every cadet of dissipated or other vicious habit, shall be dismissed the 
service. . 

102. The cadets are not only required to abstain from all vicious, immoral, or 
irregular conduct, but they are also expected, On every Occas,on, to conduct them- 
selves with the propnety and decorum of gentlemen : any cadet who shall be 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer aud a gentleman, shall be dismissed the 
service, 

103. No cadet sha'l send a challenge to another cadet to fight a duel, or ac- 
cept a challenge if sent, upon pain of being dismissed the service , and all se- 
conds, carriers, or promoters of challenges, in order to duels, shall be deemed 
principals, and punished accordingly 

104. Every cadet, who, kuowing that any other cadet has sent or accepted, 
or is about to -end or accept, a challenge to fight a duel, is required to give im- 
mediate information thereof to the supeimtendent, 

105. Any cadet who shall upbraid another for refusing a challenge, shall 
himself be punished as a challenger, 

106 No casdet shali use any reproachful or provoking speeches or gestures tu 
another, upon pain of being confined, and of asking pardon of the party offen 
ded, in presence of his commanding officer. ¢ 

107 Any cadet who shall, by any means whatever, traduce or defame ano- 
ther, shall be. dismissed, or opherwise less severely punished, according to the na- 
ture of his offence.

110 Nocadet shall sign any certificate or statement relative to personal alter- 
cations between officers or cadets, or to any transactions of a priaate or personal 
nature, Without permssion from the superintendent. 

111. {ul cadets who shall combine or agree tugether to hold no friendly or so- 
cial interevurse with anu'her, and any cadet who shall endeavour-to persnaie 
others to eater into such combination or agreement, shall oe dismissed the ser- 
Vice, or otherwise Severely pusished. 

112. Ali combinations, under any pretext whatever, are strictly prohibited. 
Any cadet who, in concert with others, shall adopt any measure, or system of 
measares, under pretence of procuring a rediess of grievances, or who shail 
sign any paper,o: enter into any written or verbal agreement,with a view to violate 
or evade any regulation of the academy, or todo auy act contrary to the rules of 
Z00d order and subordination, or who shall endeavour to persuade others to do 
the same, shall be dismissed the service. 

113. If any cadet shall think biniself wronged by another, or by an officer, he 
is to complain thereof to the superintendent, who is hereby required to exam 
ine inte the said complaint, and totake the proper measures for redressing the 
wronged complained of Should the complaining party be refused redress, he 
may appeal to the Department of War, through the superintendent of the acad 
emy,, Whose duty it sball be to forward the appeal to the Secretary of War for 
his examination and order on the same. 

114, All publications relative to the Military Academy, or to transactions at 
the Military Academy, are strictly prohibited. Avy professor, assistant pro- 
fessor, teacher, academic officer, or cadet, therefore, who shail be at ail con- 
cerned in writing, or pubhshing, any article of such character, in any newspaper 
or pamph!et, or jn writing or publishing any handbill, shall Le dismissed the ser- 
Vice, or othewise severely. puntshed.

118. Neatness of dress, as Well as personal cleanliness, will be required of 
every cadet ; his clothes must be put on in a suldier-like Manver, and his arms 
and accout «ments kept in perfect order, 

119 Every cadetis prohibited selling, or otherwise disposing of, his clothng, 
or of any other articie which he may have purchased fur his own use, without 
permission of the Superintendent, 

120 The rooms occupied by cadets, as well as the furniture thereof, must Le 
kept in perfect order ; any cadet, who shall wantonly damage any quarters, or 
their appurtenances, shall, besides making good such damages, be confined, or 
otherwise less sever@ly punished, according to the nature and degree of his of- 
fence. 

121. Any cadet who shall lose, damage, destroy, sell, or otherwise dispose of, 
his arms, accoutrements, books, instruments, or any other publie-property which 
he may have iu his possession, shall, besides paying for the same, be dismissed, 
or otherwise less severely punished according to the nature of his offence. 

122. No cadet shall’contract any debt, without permission of the Superinten- 
dent: all authorized debts shall be paid by the treasurer, out of the pay aud sub- 
sistance of the cadet by whom such debts have been contracted. 

123. Every cadet shall keep a book, in which shall be charged every article 
he may purchase on credit: this book shall be examined by the Superintendent, 
and, if found to be correct, shall be a voucher to the treasurer for the liquida- 
tion of the debt. 

124. The treasurer shall keep an account open witheach cadet, in whieh he shall 
be credited with his monthly pay*and subsistance, and charged with the amounts 
paid to his creditors: any cadet will be permitted to inspect his account, when- 
ever he shall apply for that purpose, during office hours. 

125. Propec receipts will be taken by the treasurer, and kept on file in his 
office, for all monies paid by him on account of any cadet. 

126, Every cadet si.='l receive the balance, if any, which may be due him, 
each per day, and shall then sign the receipt rolls. Any eadet who shall refuse 
to sign the receipt rolls, after his accounts shall have been properly adjusted by 
the treasurer, shall be dismissed the service. 

127. No cadet shall apply for, or receive, money, from his parents, or from 
any person whomsoever, without permission from the Secretary of War, or re- 
commendation of the superintendent ; any violation of which will be*cousid- 
ered a positive disobedience of orders, and punished accordingly. 

128. Allimmoralities, disorders, misbehaviour, or neglects, whicheadets may 
be guilty of, to the prejudice of good order and inilitary discipline, though not 
herein expressly mentioned, are to be punished according to the wature and de- 
gree of the offence. 

129. It shall be the duty of every professor, teacher, assistant professor, or 
acting Assistant professor, as well as of every officer stationed at West Point, 
who is knowing to any violation of the acadeniic rules and regulations, o¥ to 
any crime, irregularity, neglect, or other improper conduct, of which a cadet has 
been guilty, to report the same, without delay, to the Superintendent. 

130, The professors, assistant professors, and teachers, will be held aecount- 
able for, the regular and orderly conduct of their respective classes, or sections, 
while under their immediate instraction.

ORGANIZATION OF THE CADETS. 


435. The cadets will be arranged for barracks into two companies, and for en- 
campment into four companies. These companies shall form one battalion, to 
be commanded by the instructor of infantry tactics. 

136. The appointment of the company officers and battalion staff will be 
made by the commandant of cadets, with the approbation of the Superintendent; 
the selection to be made from those cadets who have acquired the best knowl- 
edge of tactics, have beén the most active in the performance of their duties, 
and the most exemplary in their general deportment, As far as practicable, the 
commissioned officers and fipst sergeants will be taken from the first class, All | 
other sergeants from the second class, and the corporals from ihe third class.

138.. Except in cases of absolute necessity, not more than four cadets will be 
arranged to one room in the north barrack, nor more than three to one room in 
the south barrack.

ACADEMIC DUTIES 


140; When the weather wil] permit, the classes and sections will be formed 
on the battalion parade ground, “In bad weather, they will be formed in the 
lower hall of the north barrack.

141. Every cadet, while on the class parade, or while marching to and from 
the academy, is required to observe perfect silence and regularity 

342. The cadets will form, march, and take seats in their academy, according 
to the order of their names on the section merit roll. 

143._Nocadet, unles he be an acting assistant professor or teacher, or offi- 
cér of thé day, will be exempted from marching with his section. 

144. No cadet will be allowed to go out of his academy till after one hour 
from it¢ conimeacement; nor then, except on a necessary occasion. Ca- 
dets who get permission to go out, will return as quickly as possible Any ca-_ 
det who remains out longer than ten minutes, will be deemed guilty of disobe- 
dience of orders. 

145. It will be the duty of every squad marcher to form and call the roll of 
his section ; to report all absentees to the officer of the day; to march his sec- 
tion in a soldier-like manner, to and trow the academy ; to report, in writing, to 
the officer of the week, al! infractions of the regulations, and all irregulari- 
ties committed by aby cadet of the section uncer his charge.

CONFINEMENT. 

170. The superintendent and the commandant of cadets, will alone have the 
power to confine a cadet, except for matty, wilful disobedience of orders, or 
gross disrespect to a superior ; in which case, the offender may be confined to 
quarters : but, such confinement shall be promptly reported to the Supefinten- 
dent through the commandant of cadets, 

171. Cadets confined to quarters, will march to meals with the guard, and 
will attend to all duties except those of guard and dress parades. 

172. Any cadet, confined to quarters, who shall break his confinement, shall 
be brought before a court-martial, and tried for wilful disobedience of orders. 


FURLOUGHS AND LEAVES OF ABSENCE. 


173. All applications by cadets for furloughs, during encampment, will. be 
made in writing to the Superintendent, and left with the post adjutant, on the 
first of June, each year, accompanied by the written request of the parent or 
guardian of the applicant, 

174. Every cadet applying for a furlough, will state the place to which he 
may wish to go, and to which any order, necessary to be sent to him during.his 
absence may be addressed. 

175, Applications for leave of absence, during term time, if for a period not 
exceeding twenty-four hours, and all similar applications, made during encamp- 
ment, for any period whatever, must, in the first instance, be made to the com- 
mandant of cadets, and, if approved by him, will then be submitted to the Su- 
perintendent, for his approbation. ; ait» 

176. Every cadet returning from furloagh, or leave of absence, will, imme- 
diately on bis arrival at this post, report himself for duty to the superintendent,

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POLICE OF THE BARRACKS, 


178. The cadets, in rotation, act as orderlies to their respective rooms. They 
are detailed weekly, and enter upon their duties every Sunday morning. The 
orderly for the week is held responsible for the cleanliness of his room, the-ar- 
rangement of the furniture, and the observance of the regulations of the Aca- 
demy, generally, therein. He is accountable for the’ preservation of all public 
property in common use, attached to the room, and is particularly responsible 
for the strict observance of all regulations guarding against accidents by fire. 
It will be bis duty to report all infractions of regulations in the 100m over which 


he has charge, and failing so to do, will render him liable to pudishment as an 
offender in the same degree. He will, on eutering upon his duties as ordetly, post 
his hame in some conspicuous place in his room; and He is wot to be relieved 
until his room shall have been inspected, and found in good order, Should it 
not pass inspection, he will be continued as orderly another week, of legs, at 
the discretion of the commandant of the barrack.

He will visit the rooms, between the 
hours of 7 and 9, P. M., and pass through the halls and piazzas not less than 
three times each day, and take special care that order and regularity are ob- 
served, He will cause the sentinels to be put on post at proper periods; visit 
them during each relief; ascertain whether they have their orders, and know aud 
perform their duties.

He has a general charge and responsibility : is to see that duty is 
done agreeably to regulation and orders; to take the necessary measures to 
correct any, and all irregularities, and must wot absent himself during his tour, 
more than is absolutely necessary. 

182, Each of the cadets’ barracks is under the immediate charge of one of 
the assistant instructers of tactics, who is responsible for the police regularity, 
anua"good order, of his barrack, generally. He will make a daily report of its 
condition to the commanding officer of the corps, showing, in addition to its ge- 
neral police, the three best, and the three worst rooms, with the names of the or- 
derlies. He is required to visit and inspect his barrack not less than twice each 
day; at such hours as the object of his visit may be best obtained; and all ca- 
dets are required to yield the most implicit obedience to his orders. 

183, The cadets are strictly forbidden to throw stones, snow-balls, or other 
materials, near the barracks or academy. They are also forbidden to throw | 
water or filth out of the wihdows, or from the piazzas. 

184. Every cadet is strictly fornsidden to play on any instrument of music,

The members of the academic board solicit the attention of the honourable 
Secretary of War to “the necessity of securing, by legisiative provision, a 
greater degree of permanency in the department of instructors at the Military 
Agademy, whereby the present objectional practice of employing under gradu- 
ates, may be obviated. "This practice was founded in necessity, but, it is be- 
lieved, that now, and hereafter, a sufficient number of svitable officers may be 
obtained from the line of the army to satisfy all the wants of the institution, 
without much, if any, expense, in addition-to that now incurred by allowing 
officers, acting as assistants, the same extra pay sow granted to ca lets detailed 
far this service. {

It appears that legislative provision. is necessary, to allow tc officers the 
same extra pay granted to cadets, and certainly it is just aud equitable they 
receive jt. Officers may be ordered to pertorm the duties of instructors, but the 
requisite zeal will hardly be manifested in the absence of some special in 
ducement, particularly as they thereby lose the prospect of attaining to the 
staff appointments of the army, to which, it is probable, their merit would 
strongly recommend them. It may: be further remarked, as the unanimous 
opinion of this board, that, by the discoutinuance of the present, and.adoption 
of the practice now recommended, the police of the institution will be em- 
nently benefitted.

Sir: Lhave the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your communication 
of the 234 instant, informing me, that you had laid before the Secretary of War, 
my plan for a more complete organization of the Military Academy, and that 
it met with his approbation, except in one or two unimportant particulars. 

You mentioned, that it is proposed to add to the academic staff, two profes- 
sors of the Spanish language. The introduction of that language, at the pre- 
sent time, appears to me to be inexpedieat. The present course of studies is as 
great as can possibly be accomplished in the time allotted to it. If, therefore, 
any other study be introduced, it would be necessary, either to extend the time, 
which I presume is not contemplated, or to exclude some portion of what is now 
taught. But from what branch or branches shal! the retrenchment be made 7 
It will doubtless be admitted, that any branch of the present course is of egsen- 
tial importance to. the scientific officer ; and I believe it can be clearly demon- 
strated, that no one of these branches is carried too far, or beyond the limits of 
practical utility ; moreover, the several parts of the course are so connected 
with, and adapted to. each other, that no one can be retrenched or lessened, in 
any degree, withvut injury to all the rest.

Enclosed herewith, is the draft of a bill, embracing al! the improvements 
templated; and accompanied by.a statement, (marked B.)t of the ordinaty-ex- 
‘pense: of the Academy, undei the present and proposed organizations. The 4th 
section of the bill isto authorize the enlista.ent vf filteen men, to, be employed.an 
the exclusive service of the Academy. ‘These men are indispensably necessary, 
as keepers of the reeitation and Jecture rooms, police-men, and in variots other 
situations, connected with the iustitution. Their expense, including pay, cloth- 
iug, and rations, would amount to nineteen hundred and odd dollars, which is 
less than One-third of what is expended for the same purposes; ag the Military 
School of Sandhurst, as may be seen by referring to the Ist volume of Dupine’s 
View of the Military Force of Great Britain.

‘T’hey state that they have frequeutly seen soine 
of the small vessels attached to your squadron in the neighborhood of Bahia 
Honde and Key Vacas, while fishing on the Florida reef They were ali ac- 
quainted with the removal of the 4th regt. of U. S. troops from Pengacola to 
Pampa Bay; and, although trading with Cuba, they appear to feel themselves 
naturalized, and to think they are entitled to the protection of our troops ; for 
when I urged the necessity of taking from them their guus, they expressed no 
displeasuic, but appeared rather to prefer it, stating that they had felt no appre- 
hension from the Indians since the ceding of the territory to the United States, 
j and particularly since the settlement at Pampa. I remained here four days, 
| and kept the barge constantly employed overhauling the keys: between Carlos 
‘and Charlotte harbour, and would have continued further to the northward had 
| not a fever of the most malignant kind made its appearance on board of my 
vessel, of which, Eregret to state, I lost one man, but by constant fumigations,

That there is a0 sig te in establishments admits of no mannerof 
doubt; but that consists in taking to Havana, and io return bringing; no 
doubt, goods, for the pu:pose of trading and vending to the lodians, to what 
amount it was utte ly impossible fer me to ascértain, but 1 imagine to no great 
extent, as the tribe they deal with are very inconsiderable, and this iittle irregu+ 
larmty might very easily be suppressed by one of the revenue Cutte:s stationed 
on tne coast Occasionally visiting these harbours.”
